B MALL-POX. 

There are soma diseases, like daogors ol 
the deep lo the. sailor, that losu much of their 
terror by familiarity, — of auoh maladies is* 
MDall'pox. VVo are acciistomod to eeo it froin 
childhood till old o^e, and however fatal or 
borrihle it may bo, we nro less disposed to 
feel alarmed at its approach than we aro at 
the approach of other diseases of a much less 
serious character. Wo arc not disposed lo 
be alarmists, or to croate a feeling of nervous 
apprehension among the population of Vic 
toria, but wo cannot abut our eyes to the fact 
that this disease, whioli is really surpassed 
by none in its dreadful character, is at our 
very doors. The news wu published yester- 
day informs u3 thatjt has broknn out among 
the Indians at New WestminMsr. At any 
moment wo may bava Hie natives in and 
around Victoria overtaken by tho epidemic, 
and then our disregard of the natural laws 
will bring about its usual retribution, by the 
dissemination of tho diseaso among the 
whites. Tho town to-day is iu a much worse 
condition than it was in 18G2, aud, yet who 
can look back upon that period without 
euuddering at tho mortality among the In- 
dian population, and tha anxiety among the 
citizens ol the place. Epidemics have been 
solicited, craved for, nay tempted so often 
by putrescence and immundicity iu our 
streets that the only wonder is wo have 
not been desolated long since like-Constunti- 
noplo or kiDdrcd cities of the East by plagues 
that fatten on corruption. Thero hns been 
no want of warning either ; for of all tho 
subjects that have engrossed tbo public 
nttention the sanitary condition of the city 
has been the most discussed. And yet what 
do we find, with the expectation of cholera 
before the year and perhaps before tho sum- 
mer expiros, auo with small-pox in our very 
neighborhood? Why not a single thing 
-dnno by way of preparation. At the last 
moment, and by dint of sheer importuning, a 
portion of the chain-gang has been employed 
to clean the streets ; but it is like nibbling 
the tops of weeds— tl o evil is replaced 
almost ns soon as it is laken away. We have 
done nothing, are doing virtually nothing, to 
preserve what is dearer to the community 
than nil the gold in Cariboo and Big Bend 
or oil the free ports between this and Tim- 
Luctoo— we mean the public health. The 
Oily Council is powerless, not only because 
it has got no money, but because it cannot 
raise acy ; and yet at the present moment 
ant] for tho last six weeks a bill has been 
lying before the Legislative Council, giv- 
ing to the city authorities tho necessary 
powers to look after what is really the djosi 
vital thing just now — tbo drainage and 
Bauitary condition goncrally of the city. The 
subject is, however, of too lilllu im|>ortance 
to the Upper House. The people may die 
like rotlcn iheep, but so long as there is u 
ohanci of getting at the people's money, it is 
of little or no consequence. Revenue is the 
only subject that claims the serious attention 
of these magnates, and we aro eorry to say, 
it) general demeanor, there is but little diller- 
aocc to be made between official and nonoffieial 
members. Another bill— the*Sanilary Com- 
mission bill — was hurriedly passed by the 
Assembly in anticipation ol the very thing 
with which we aro now threatened — the iin- 
troduction or the genninnting of an epidemic 
— and wns sent lo iho Upper House ; but 
this bill, like tho Corporation bill, has 
not been touched, and there is little pro-, 
bability of any exer'ion being made to pass it 
into law. The question thai naturally 
arises is — are these men so callous — so devoid 
of every humane feeling and every clement f 
of juslico — that they aro willing, nay anxious 
to bo not only the stumbling-blocks in the 
way of every reform but enemies to public 
health ? Are real estate laxes and trades 
Jicenses the only things that eau penetrate 
their understandings, ft would really seem 
so. Had Ihoy shown the slightest disposition 
to aid the Assembly in its efforts at pre- 
serving the public health, ihe city authorities 
would have now power to deal with the 
threatened evils, or a com mission would ero 
this have been appointed to take the nocos- 
sary steps to have tho city properly cleansed. 
Wo should have been able lo j edge of the con- 
dition of the Indian population nround ta 
and the measures to be taken to guaid Bgsinat 
an epidemic, As it is, unless wo hare Uie 
natives vaccinated and other reforms intro- 
duced, wo may, in iho ordinary course of 
things, expect nothing else than this breaking 
out of small-pox among thorn in its confluent 
form, and a more M.au deeiroatioo of Iho race go 
on, as it did before, in our very midst. Wo may 
also expect that the disease will spread lo 
tho whites, and keep every family in the pluco 
in n fover of anxiety and alarm ; and for this 
oud other similar blessings wo shall have to 
thank tho Honorable the Legislative Council 
of tbo Colony of Vancouver Island and ill 
dependencies.

THE JEFF. DAVIS IN UluraiKHT. 

Chicago, May 14— The indictment of Jeff. 
Davis and the reported preparations for trial 
attract very little attention-, and excite no 
comment. The New York papers up to 
Saturday, I2lb, have no editorial remarks 
on tho subject. The following is tho text of 
the indictment as especially telegraphed to 
the Chicago Tribune : 

The grand jorois of the United States in 
and for the District of Virginia, upon their 
oaths, present that Jefferson Davis; late of 
the city of Richmond, in the county of Hen- 
rico, in the District of Virginia aforesaid, 
yeuman, being an inhabitant of nnd residing 
within the United States of America, and 
owing allegianco and fidelity thereto, not 
having the fear of Uod before his eyes, and 
not weighiog tho duty of his said allegianco, 
but being moved aoJ seduced by tho insti- 
gaiion ol the dovil, and wickedly doviaing 
and intending to violate tho peace and tran- 
quillity ol the United States ol America, to 
disturb the Government of the said Uuited 
States of America, to prcject and lo stir, 
movo and incito insurrection, rebellion aud 
war against the said United Stales of Amer- 
ica on the 15th day of Juno in the year of 
our Lord 18C4, in Iho city of Richmond, 
county of Henrico, District of Virginia afore- 
said, and within tho jurisdiction of the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United Stales for the 
Fourth Uircuil and for the Distriot of Vir- 
ginia aforesaid, with fjree aud arms' unlaw- 
fully, falsely, maliciously and traitorously 
did compass, endeavor and imend to raise, 
levy and carry on war, insurrection and 
rebellion against the paid United Slates of 
Atnorica, and in order to fulfil und bring to 
ellact said trajlorous endeavors and intentions 
of harm, the ibid Jefferson Davis, afterwards, 
to wit : on aaid 15th duy of June, in the year 
of Our Lord, 1804, in said city of Richmond, 
counly ol Henrioo, uud District of Virginia, 
aloresaid, and within the jurisdiction bb 
aforesaid, with a great multitude of persons 
whose names to the jurors are at present un- 
known, to the number of 500 persons and 
upwards, armed and arrayed in warlike man- 
uer ; that is lo say, with cannon, muskets, 
pistols, swords, dirks and other warlike 
weapons, as well offensive as defensive, being 
then and there unlawfully, mcliciously and 
traitorously assembled and gathered together 
did falsely, traitorously, and in warlike and 
hostile manner dispose themselves against 
the said United States of America, and then 
and there, in pursuance ol their traitorous 
intentions and purposes aforesaid, he, the 
said Jefferson l/avis, with tqe said persons 
as aforesaid, traitorously assembled, urmed 
and arrayed in the manner uforesiid, most 
wickoitly, maliciously und traitorously did 
prepare, levy and carry on war against the 
"aid United States of America, oontrary to 
the duly of allegiance und fidelity of the 
said Jefferson Davis against the Constitution, 
peace and dignity of the United Stiles in 
such ease made and provided.

BOMBARDMENT OF VALPARAISO, 


FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

The Oregonian has tho following addi-i 
tlonal particulars of tho bombardment of 
Valparaiso by tho Spanish Fleet 

For nearly lliroo hours tho fire was kopt 
up without intormieBion. At 10:40 u. ra., a 
shall from the Vtncedora eel firo to the bulb 
adjoiniug Ihe Hotel de la Union, nnd Iho 
flames rapidly spread in three streets, but 
tho Vcnudora did not desist ; hor shot con» 
tinuod to rain on that part of tho town up 
lo tho last moment of the bombardment 
with terrible nnd fatal regularity. On Ihe 
other Bide Ihe custom house took fire at 1 1:34, 
but there was no cessation of firing from tho 
ships ; indcod, the Spanish knew oniy ono 
consideration, viz.: that Valparaiso had been 
given up to Ihem to wreak thoir vongence 
At 8:10 p. in., tho Numancia signalled 
'lo desist, and tho vossels of tho squadron 
drew off. Tho pooplo of Iho town who had 
crowded tho surrounding hills, at onco 
rushed into town to extinguish Iho firo. 

It is difficult to write calmly and dis* 
pa-iouatoly in Iho sight of the smuking. ruins 
ol Valparaiso, the fiuost aud most prosper- 
ous oily of tho west coast, destroyed by tho 
Spanish floet. The Spaniards drew close in 
shore, within 1,200 yards ol tho town, lo savo 
nil trouble of aiming. From 815,000,000 to 
820,000,000 worthy of property was des- 
troyed, noarly nllj of which belonged to 
English, American, and other foreign mer- 
chants, and nil tho commercial part of the 
town, custom houses, Government buildings, 
public offices, railway stations, foreign houses, 
which year by year had boon extended und 
progressing, Iho moro that tho Spanish ele- 
ment and retarding influences were becom 
ing less fell, have been mushed and trodden 
on by tho hated Spaniard. Tho Spanish 
Admiral having received orders from Madrid 
to destroy, burn and desolalo to the utmost 
iu his power, all Chilean and Peruvian 
towns nnd property on Ihe coast, on the 29th 
ol March, notified the foreign representatives 
that in four days he would bombard tho city. 
Against this every foroign representative 
protested in the most energetic manner. 

Wo gather somo further particulars con- 
cerning the bombardment from private 
sources. Tho following is fiom a letter 
dated Lima. April 13lh, to Rodgers, Myer k 
Co : Business all along tho coast is complete- 
ly paralyzed with iho shocking intelligence 
of the bombardment of Valparaiso, arid as 
we are in daily ,expeo;alion of Iho same 
suffering in our own port, everything here is 
panic nnd contusion, and we are busily ea" 
gaged in seeking to save our property in 
Callao from destruction. 

From other private letters to Apiil 9th we 
learn that a week after tho bombardment it 
was estimated that tho total loss would range 
from $2,000,000 lo 83,000 000. Many of the 
foreign merchants hhd taken tho precaution 
lo remove iheir goods to Santiago. The 
Government buildings were saved, oxcepl the 
custom bouse, which was partially doslroyod 
A privnle letter Bayc that the town was bom- 
barded for I'.vo hours and n-haif. 120 shot 
were fired. The destruction of property will 
not exceed three million dollarB. Tbo 
foreign Ministers interceded but to no pur- 
pose. No fears are entertained for Callao. 
There u e 450 guns in plaoe, two floating bat- 
lories, and two iroo-olads in the harbor. Tho 
general impression is, that after destroying a 
number of defenceless places the fleet will 
return, At the data of the doparturo of the 
mails, such ol the shops und etoros as had 
not been destroyed were opened, and business 
was resumed. Tho opinion prevailed that 
Spaniards would :urn their attention to

First Trip of the Steamer Fortv-Nink. 
— From a private letter writteu by Captain 
While, commaodor of the stoamer Forty- 
Nino, now running in the trade between 
Colville and the Big Bend mines, we obtain 
the following synapsis of tho first trip of thai 
steamer on the Columbia. The steamer 
alartcd from Little Dalles on Ihe morning of 
April 1 5 lb . n lib a light freight nnd 73 pas- 
songers. On tho lQth ihey reachod Fort 
Sheppard, ang oiler a short detention, to pasB 
iho formalities of n Custom House, left again 
at noon, and reached the Kootenai rapids. 
Above ihe rapids Ihe w-jter was found to bo 
quitn low, Ihe rise below being mainly from 
tlie Pen d'Oreille river. Lower Arrow Lake 
begins at Kootenai Rapids, aud was run 
through, a distance of about 65 miles, that 
afternoon. At night all passengers camped 
ashore. On Ihe morning of tho 1 8i h they 
passed through Iho narrows, and found the 
lower end of the upper lake full ol broken ice 
A false stem was made, and boards nailed 
on the bow of tqe steamer for an ico-hreaker, 
and the ioa passed through for a distance of 
live or six miles. The upper lake is about 
45 miles in length, emerging Irom which, 
nto tho river again, the boat was tied up 
ibout 15 miles above tho lake, and the party 
gain camped for tho night. On the 10th 
found the river closed by ico in several 
places, but met with no serious difficulty, 
ltid at 2 p.m., reached a cmion about 50 
nilea from tho Upper Lake, Tho nyer this 
listance is ropoited lo be about tho eiae of 
the Willamette above Salem, swift — but not 
rapid — and much more crooked than is re- 
presented on tho map. The glen, or flat bo- 
tween iho mountains, is all low land about 
three milos wide, covered with a growth ol 
limber. On the 20lh, rapids with a rise of four 
seven feet in ono hundred feel, were 
passed over, about forty miles of which was 
very difficult, but on tho 22d tho steamer 
assed Games' Creek about twenty- four 
miles above the rapids. Found (Jreat Soda 
Springs, at which ull hands took a drink of 
soda water. On the 2§d wont qp to Ivirby's, 
lour miles below Heath Rapids, and on tho 
24th came to Iho foot of Death Rapids. 
Being then within ten or fifteen miles of the 
mines on Pren'oh Creek, seleotod a good 
landing on the east side of Ihe river, which 
is also a good location for a ferry and a town 
The silo was named La Porte, that being the 
;ateway to the mines. Lay over night and 
lisoharged cargo, There was a shipment of 
tools from Fort Sheppard, on board the 
orly-Nine, and men employed by Ihe Brit- 
ish Columbian Government to cut n trail to 
iho mines from La Porte. On the morning 
of ihe 2G'h tie steamer turned nhout and 
siarted on the Jown trip, Touching Colvilio, 
2G0 miles fiom I f a Porte, in two days, ctilting 
tho wood used on tho way down. Wood 
choppers were set lo work along tho liver, 
and the second trip, it was thought, would be 
moro successful than Iho first. About 200 
men were found in the region, who hud 
crossed the mountains via Shuswap, and they 
roportod having passod over snow '20 loot 
loop on snow-shoes, paying Indiana 30 oentB 
per lb. lor packing for Ihem a dislauco of 
forty milos. The snow on that routo is now 
so soft as to bo deemed impassable, and very 
likely It will bo ipid-eqmmer before any more 
persons roach La Porte overland from Now 
Westminster. [! Ij— Orfgonian.

Killing Rats bV Elkctuicitv, — A new 
and rather curiors use of electricity is now 
being made in ihe Paris sewers, we are told. 
There, as is well known, the rats swarm by 
millions. Wires 1O0 molros long, insulated 
by glass feet from the ground, and connected 
with a strong galvanic battery, arc spread 
through thoso subterranean walks. Little 
pioces of roast meat aro attached to time 
wires at short distances, and Iho rats by 
nibbling at the bait bring down the galvanic 
shook with terrific power upon their bodies, 
Death is instantaneous, and tho morsel, 
moreover, remains almost intact, ready lo 
destroy other viotims.
